AT>, J8J5, timed the Vh July 1971L — The question of ^ the 
award of Battle Honours for 'operations against the Chinese 
in 1962 and lor Jndia-Pakistan Conflict of 1965 to Army Units 
and for operations during World War IT, Jammu & Kashmir 
Operations 1947-48 and India-Pakistan Conflict of 1965 to 
Air Force Units has been engaging the attention- of the 
Government of India for some lime. The Government of 
India have now decided to set up two Committees — one for the 
Army and the other for the Air Force — to make recommenda- 
tions to Government regarding the qualifying conditions for 
the award of such Honours and to investigate the claims of 
the various Army and Air Force Units and to submit those 
to Crovernment with their recommendations within a period 
of two years.

Committees mentioned above 

(i) To consider and recommend to the Government the 
qualifying conditions for the award of Battle 
Honours to Army Units, Regiments/ Air Force 
Squadrons, Flights/Units; 

(ii) to evolve and promuJg^e the procedure for submis- 
sion of claims by individual units to the Committees; 

(iii) to investigate the claims for Battle Honours received 
Jrom various Army Units. Regiments/Air Force 
Squadrons, High Is/ Units and to report to the Gov- 
ernment the result of such investigations; and 

(iv) to report to Government on any connected matters 
arising from individual claims.
